i the Rulers of the Belligerent Peoples: 
From the beginning of our Pontificate, in 


p midst of the horrors of the awful war 


loose on Europe, we have had of all 
gs three in mind: to maintain perfect 
artiality toward all the belligerents, as 
comes him who is the common father and 
Wes all his children with equal affection, 
mtinually to endeavor to do them all as 
h good as possible, without exception 
person, without distinction of nationality 
religion, as is dictated to us by the uni- 
rsal law of charity as well as by the 
ipreme spiritual charge with which we 
ve been intrusted by Christ; finally, as 
9 required by our mission of peace, to 
mit nothing, as far as it lay in our power, 
it could contribute to expedite the end of 
calamities by endeavoring to bring the 
peoples and their rulers to more moderate 
lutions, to the serene deliberation of 


elapsed could easily see that, while we re- 
mained ever true to our resolution of abso- 
lute impartiality and beneficent action, we 
never ceased to urge the belligerent peoples 
and Governments again to be brothers, al- 
though all that we did to reach this very 
noble goal was not made public. 


About the end of the first year of the 


war we addressed to the contending nations 


the most earnest exhortations, and in addi- 
tion pointed to the path that would lead to 
a stable peace honorable to all. Unfortu- 
nately, our appeal was not heeded, and the 
war was fiercely carried on for two years 
more, with all its horrors. It became even 
more cruel, and spread over land and sea, 
and even to the air, and desolation and 
death were seen to fall upon defenseless 
cities, peaceful villages, and their innocent 
people. 

And now no one can imagine how much 
the general suffering would increase if other 
months or, still worse, other years were 
added to this sanguinary triennium. Is this 
civilized world to be turned into a field of 
death, and is Europe, so glorious and 
flourishing, to rush, as carried by a uni- 
versal folly, to the abyss and take a hand 
in its own suicide? 

In so distressing a situation, in thz pres- 
ence of so grave a menace, we, who have 
no personal political aim, who listen to the 
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suggestions or interests of none of the bel- 
ligerents, but are solely actuated by. the 
sense of our supreme. duty as the common 
father of the faithful, by the solicitations 
of our children who implore our interven- 
tion and peace-bearing word, uttering the 
very voice of humanity and reason—we 
again call for peace, and we renew a press- 
ing appeal to those who have in their hands 
the destinies of the nations. But no longer 
confining ourselves to general terms, as we 
were led to do by circumstances in the past, 
we will now come to more concrete’ and 
practical proposals and invite the Govern- 
ments of both belligerent peoples to arrive 
at an agreement on the following points, 
which seem to offer the base of a just and 
lasting peace, leaving it with them to make 
them more precise and complete. 

First, the fundamental point must be that 
the material force of arms shall give way 
to the moral force of right, whence shall 
proceed a just agreement of all upon the 
simultaneous and reciprocal decrease of 
armaments, according to rules and guaran- 
tees to be established, in the necessary and 
sufficient measure for the maintenance of 
public order in every State; then, taking the 
place of arms, the institution of arbitration, 
with its high pacifying function, according 
to rules to be drawn in concert and under 
sanctions to be determined against any 
State which would decline either to refer 
international questions to arbitration or to 
accept its awards. 

When supremacy of right is thus estab- 
lished, let every obstacle to ways of com- 
munication of the peoples be removed by 
insuring, through rules to be also deter- 
mined, the true freedom and community of 
the seas, which, on the one hand, would 
eliminate any causes of conflict, and, on the 
other hand, would open to all new sources 
of prosperity and progress. 

As for the damages to be paid and the 
cost of the war, we see no other way of 
solving the question than by setting up the 
general principle of entire and reciprocal 


conditions, which would be justified by the 
immense benefit to be derived from dis- 
armament, all the more as one could not 
understand that such carnage could go on 
for mere economic reasons. If certain par- 
ticular reasons stand against this in certain 
cases, let them be weighed in justice and 
equity. 

But these specific agreements, with the 
immense advantages that flow from them, 
are not possible unless territory now occu- 
pied is reciprocally restituted. Therefore, 
on the part of Germany, there should be 
total evacuation of Belgium, with guaran. 
tees of its entire political, military, and 


economic independence toward any power ~ 


whatever; evacuation also of the French 
territory; on the part of the other belliger- 
ents, a similar restitution of the German 
colonies. 


As regards territorial questions, ds, for 


instance, those that are disputed by Italy 
and Austria, by Germany and France, there 
is reason to hope that, in consideration of 
the immense advantages of durable peace 
with disarmament, the contending parties 
will examine them in a conciliatory spirit, 
taking into account, as far as is just and 
possible, as we have said formerly, the aspi- 
rations of the population, and, if occasion 
arises, adjusting private interests to the 
general good of the great human society. 


The same spirit of equity and justice ¥ 
must guide the examination of the other 4 
territorial and political questions, notably ¥ 


those relative to Armenia, the Balkan 
States, and the territories forming part of 
the old Kingdom of Poland, for which, im 


particular, its noble historical traditions and 


suffering, particularly undergone in the 
present war, must win, with justice, the 
sympathies of the nations. 


These we believe are the main bases upon © 
which must rest the future reorganization — 


of the peoples. They are such as to make 
the recurrence of such conflicts impossible 
and open the way for the solution of the 


economic question, which is so important> 
i 
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for the future and.the material welfare of 
all of the belligerent State. And so, in pre- 
senting them to you, who at this tragic hour 
judge the destinies of the belligerent na- 
tions, we indulge a gratifying hope that they 
will be accepted and that we shall thus see 
an early termination of the terrible struggle, 
which has more and more the appearance 
of a useless massacre. 

Everybody acknowledges, on the other 
hand, that on both sides the honor of arms 
is safe. Do not, then, turn a deaf ear to our 
prayer; accept the international invitation 
which we extend to you in the name of the 
Divine Redeemer, Prince of Peace. Bear in 
mind your very grave responsibility to God 
and man. On your decision depend the quiet 
and joy of numberless families, the lives of 
thousands of young men, the happiness, in 
a word, of the peoples, for whom it is your 
imperative duty to secure this boon. 

May the Lord inspire you with decisions 
conformable to His very holy will. May 
Heaven grant that in winning the applause 
of your contemporaries you will also earn 
from the future generations the great title 
of pacificators. 

As for us, closely united in triyer and 
penitence with all the faithful souls who 
yearn for peace, we implore for you the 
divine spirit, enlightenment, and guidance.

Epitor’s COMMENT 
[Written before the President’s Reply] 


On August roth the special correspondent 
of the New York World telegraphed from 
Washington the following: 

“When the Pope’s Peace Message was 
received the White House made ready to 
handle a great volume of volunteer corre- 


Spondence about it. So far President 
Wilson has received less than twenty-five 
unsolicited letters and telegrams advising 
action on the note, and official Washington 
regards this as proof that the anti-war 
hysteria has calmed down. 


“Those in charge of the executive offices 
assumed that hundreds of thousands of 
persons throughout the country would plead 
with the President to accept or reject the 
Pope’s proposal. In crises heretofore that 
has been the experience. The few commu- 
nications received are about evenly divided 
between persons who favor the proposals 
and those who believe they should be re- 
jected in their entirety and the war fought 
to a finish.” 

This despatch would indicate that the 
silence of Catholics is creating a false im- 
pression at the Capital and upon the Pres- 
ident of the United States. It is being 
assumed that Catholics in America are in- 
different to the Peace Proposals of the 
Vicar of Christ, or else, in spite of them, 
prefer to see the war go on to the bitter 
end. 

Both these assumptions must be untrue 
and it behooves the Catholics of the United 
States to take quick action to let our rulers 
know that we are heart and soul with the 
Great White Shepherd of the Catholic 
Church in seconding and furthering to the 
utmost of our power his God-inspired ef- 
forts for peace. If we remain supine and 
silent after the Successor of St. Peter has 
spoken we will not only be remiss in our 
duty as Catholics, but we shall bear our 
share of responsibility for letting the 
carnage go on, while on the other hand we 
shall have delivered our own souls by ap- 
pealing to our Chief Executive to hearken 
to the voice of the Vicar of Christ, even 
though our entreaty should go unheeded. 
Nor should we cease to support by heart 
and mind and tongue and pen the peace 
efforts of the Holy See, even though for 
the time being Pope Benedict’s proposals 
be rejected by the Belligerent Powers. 

In whatever light the unbelieving world 
regards the peace message of the Sovereign 
Pontiff, in our eyes it is God Who has 
spoken through His chosen representative, 
and we can have no doubt that if by one 
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the Rulers of the Belligerent 
Powers were to heed the proposals of Pope 
Benedict, the shedding of blood would 
cease and a just and permanent peace would 
follow. 

Consider what this would mean to the 
United States. Our President, primarily a 
man of peace, who was elected over his 
opponent less than a year ago because the 
American people credited him justly with 
having thus far kept us out of war, was 
finally constrained to place America.in the 
catalogue of Belligerent Nations by events 
he was helpless to prevent. In his message 
to Congress he took the highest and most 
altruistic grounds in justification of our 
country taking up arms against Germany. 
Meantime, whereas we have expended bil- 
lions of dollars in preparation for hostilities 
and are in the act of mobilizing and training 
an army of over a million men, as yet we 
have not reached the stage where the 
slaughter of our American manhood will 
begin and tens of thousands will be crushed 
beneath the wheels of the bloody Jugger- 
naut of war. 

At the eleventh hour, as it seems to us, 
Divine Providence in the person of His 
earthly Viceregent has given us a golden 
opportunity to save the lives of our young 
men and rescue the whole world from fur- 
ther ruin and sacrifice by abandoning the 
uncertain arbitrament of the sword and 
entrusting the final terms of peace to a 
parliament of arbitration made up of the 
representatives of the Belligerent Nations. 

At this time last year our troops were 
being mobilized on the Mexican border and 
American jingoists were clamoring for the 
invasion of Mexico, and to have responded 
to that clamor seemed on the surface the 
shrewd political thing for President Wilson 
to do in order to insure his reélection. Yet 
in the teeth of this clamor he had the cour- 
age-and the fidelity to conscientious con- 
viction to say that he would not take 
advantage of the superior strength of the 


consent 


United States to add further butchery to 
the woes of poor Mexico and if he lost the 
Presidency on this account he was willing 
to let it be so and to appeal to the judgment 
of posterity. With such a Chief Executive 
to appeal to, it seems to us that it would 
be an awful dereliction of duty for sixteen 
millions of American Catholics not to 
speak out with one voice and let our Pres- 
ident know that we are absolutely one with 
the Holy Father and that if he will throw 
the weight of his mighty influence in the 
scale with the Vicar of Christ he will win 
the everlasting gratitude of every Catholic 
American. 

It is to be expected that those who do 
not possess the supernatural gift of the 
Catholic Faith will give expression to a 
multitude of conflicting opinions and criti- 
cisms of the Holy Father’s Peace Proposals 
and pronounce them unacceptable to the 
Allies and inopportune, but we his children 
know that he has been content to take coun- 
sel not alone with men and the authorized 
representatives of opposing and warring 
interests, but that most of all he has taken 
counsel with the Holy Ghost and that he 
is acting not upon an independent personal 
initiative, but that God Almighty is behind 
His Vicar in this matter of supreme mo- 
ment, as in all other matters of grave import 
with which the Sovereign Pontiff has to 
deal. 

To hark back to the past, recall to mind 
the appeal which Pope Pius X made to 
Emperor Francis Joseph on the eve of 
Austria’s declaration of war against Servia. 
It is said that the aged Emperor was dis- 
posed to hearken to the voice of Peter, but 
the war cry of his people was too strong 
for the Austrian Kaiser and the councils 
of the war advocates prevailed. Can any 
one doubt, in the view of all that has hap- 
pened since, whose counsel it had been 
better for Austria and her Emperor to have 
followed ? 
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THE CRISIS

When, in its July issue, Toe Lamp began 
to recruit a regiment of Eucharistic Volun- 
teers, that a united effort on the part of its 
readers might be made to God for the de- 
liverance of the whole world from the 
wickedness of war and for the establish- 
ment of His faithful servants everywhere 
in the peace and safety of His protection, 
it was not known, of course, that just a 
month later, in the middle of August, a 
message of Peace from the Vatican would 
be addressed to the nations and that the 
words of the Holy Father would resound 
in the hearts of all men, firing with thrill of 
greater hope those who looked for redemp- 
tion from this bondage, and stirring the con- 
sciences of might and pride in lofty places 
with various sensations. But with such a 
message, bearing the marks of a divine ori- 
gin, which offers no material advantage but 
supplies with a sufficient motive the wreckage 
of human devices, we are all now familiar. 


This message from His Holiness to a 
warring world should stir us up to the 
highest pitch in our assault upon the Throne 


of Grace. Heaven should now suffer vio- 
lence at our hands and we should take it 
by force, bringing down its peace upon 
earth. -None but a heaven-born Peace can 
avail in the present crisis, and no more 
heavenly terms of peace could be offered 
than those submitted to the nations by the 
impartial Representative of God on earth. 

Sin, misery, agony, death—are daily cry- 
ing aloud like Abel’s blood to God, with 
that tang of a surfeited vengeance in their 
mingling voices which makes the whole 
world war-weary. 

War—this war—is an awful thing! 

We avoid thinking of its physical agonies, 
for we are appalled when we start to do 
so, and the more so because we realize that 
at most our thought can only touch the 
outer edge of the mammoth misery. 

“War is hell,” and it is little wonder that 
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General Sherman, realizing intensely its 
awfulness, should have thus intensely ex- 
pressed himself. The Hon. Charles Ran- 
dall, of California, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on May 7th gave the exact words 
of General Sherman, as follows: 

“I confess without shame that I am tired 
and sick of war. Its glory is all moon- 
shine. Even success, the most brilliant, is 
over dead and mangled bodies, the anguish 
and lamentation of distant families appeal- 
ing to me for missing sons, husbands and 
fathers. It is only those who have not 
heard a shot nor heard the shricks and 
groans of the wounded and lacerated that 
cry aloud for more blood, more vengeance, 
more desolation. War is hell!” 

O pray then for the Peace of Jerusalem: 
they shall prosper that love thee. Surely, 
now, God will give prosperity to our 
prayers for peace if we be diligent in sea- 
son and out of season, uniting all our inten- 
tions with the Vicar of Christ and his labors 
for the ending of the war.

MULTUM IN PARVO 


The United States Government has lately 
paid a singular tribute*to a Benedictine 
monk by naming one of its Indian boarding 
schools in his honor. This was among the 
Indian schools of Standing Rock Reserva- 
tion. On Father Martin’s retirement from 
Farm School, it was called the Martin 
Kenel Institute. 


It is reported that the magnificent Car- 
thusian monastery of Hain, an architectural 
work of Gothic art near Dusseldorf, on the 
Rhine, has been destroyed by fire. 


Five or more lectures each year are given 
under the auspices of the Catholic Converts’ 
League in one of the most central and com- 
modious halls of New York City. Many 
non-Catholics who would hesitate to enter a 
Catholic church attend these meetings. The 
speakers include both priests and laymen 
who, not infrequently, were converts them- 
selves. 

Announcement was recently made that

come into an endowment of $50,000 by the 
will of the late Mrs. James Kavanaugh, 
who made the Seminary her residuary lega-

Priests and prominent laymen of Phila- 
delphia took part in the ceremonies and de- 
liberations of the 24th annual convention of 
the Pennsylvania State Federation of Ger- 
man Catholic Societies, which was held in 
that city from July 21st to the 24th. Reso- 
lutions of ‘fealty were forwarded to Presi- 
dent Wilson and a telegram was sent to the 
Apostolic Delegate, pledging “anew to our 
Holy Church and Hierarchy fullest loyalty, 
unquestioned obedience and generous sup- 
port.” abies 
On August 16th the Massachusetts 
Chapter of the American Irish Historical 
Society held a field day at Hull in honor 
of the death anniversary of John Boyle 
O’Reilly, and erected a memorial to the 
departed patriot and poet in the public 
library building, which during his lifetime 
had been his summer home. 


In the United States 164 Catholic priests 
are looking after some 100,000 Indians, 
while there are 433 Protestant ministers to 
look after 66,778 estimated adherents. 
Catholics have 4,924 pupils and Protestants 
have 2,007. Catholics have 773 teaching 
Sisters, Brothers, etc., and Protestants have 


‘980. “In other words,” says the Pittsburgh 


Observer, “with less than 80 per cent of 
the force, the Catholics are nearly two and 
one-half times as efficient.” 


It is reported that the first Japanese Min- 
ister ever accredited to the Holy See has 
just arrived in Rome. 


The Archbishops of Mexico, on behalf of 
the Mexican Hierarchy, have sent a letter 
to Cardinal Gibbons, thanking the Arch- 


bishops of America for their protest against - 


religious conditions in Mexico, 
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While the Socialists of New York City 
were lately holding a convention for the 
purpose of drawing up a platform for their 
candidates for office, one delegate urged 
that the children of the city be forced to 
attend the public schools. “Purely religious 
schools are against the spirit of the educa- 
tional system,” he said. The resolution 
was defeated by a vote of 64 to 39, chiefly, 
it is said, because speakers immediately 
jumped to their feet and pointed out how it 
would alienate the Catholics. 


Monsignor John Bonzano, the Apostolic 
Delegate, and many other distinguished 
prelates attended the 62d annual convention 
of the Central Verein at St. Louis from 
August 19th to the 23d. The convention 
was formally opened on Sunday, the 19th, 
with a Pontifical High Mass in the great St. 
Louis Cathedral, celebrated by the Apos- 
tolic Delegate. 


While it did not outshine the great con- 
vention held in New York last year, the 
convention of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies held in Kansas City from 
August 26th to 29th will easily be remem- 
bered as the most representative Catholic 
convention held in the country this summer. 
It would be impossible in the space allotted 
us to give even the program for the four 
days, much less a taste of the oratory and 
serious grappling with social and religious 
problems brought to the fore through our 
entry into the war and the needs of our 
Catholic men at the front and the ways and 
means whereby those at home may minister 
to their necessities. 


The priests of Omaha have given over 
$100,000 towards the erection of the new 
Bishop O’Connor Hall and the completion 
of the Cathedral, having pledged $65,000 
at their Retreat in the early summer, be- 
sides giving $40,000 before that occasion. 
The money is to be paid in installments 
covering a period of three years. 


The cloistered monastery of the Infant 
Jesus at Santa Clara, California, erected for 
the Discalced Carmelite Sisters in memory 
of Agnes Phelan Sullivan, was dedicated by 
Archbishop Hanna, of San Francisco, late 
in July. 

Writing in The Crusader’s Almanac, a 
Franciscan Father says: “We are greatly 
concerned about the holy shrines of Pales- 
tine and their guardians, the Franciscan 
Fathers of the Holy Land. But it is im- 
possible to get an adequate idea of the pre- 
vailing conditions, because all communica- 
tion has been cut off and all correspondence 
suspended.” 


As the result of a general protest early 
in July through the’ directive efforts of 
Father O’Hern, C.S.P., a satisfactory ratio 
of Catholic chaplains for the army and 
navy has been allowed by the United States 
Government, there being provided now 181 
priests for the field forces. Thus has the 
protest against governmental partiality 
borne fruit. 


His Grace Archbishop Glennon, of St. 
Louis, has requested the pastors of parishes 
within his jurisdiction to furnish him the 
names of all Catholics who enter military 


service. The names will be forwarded to 
Catholic chaplains at the cantonment camps, 
to assist them in looking after the moral 
welfare of the men. The list will also be 


entered in the parish records. 


This month one of the most up-to-date 
hospitals in upper New York is to be 
opened at Utica by the Franciscan Sisters. 
The building represents an outlay of almost 
$300,000 and has already been offered to 
the Government for use during the war as 
a war hospital. 


The Monitor, of Newark, remarks: 
“There seems to be a disposition in some 
quarters to look upon the expression of any 
desire for peace as near-treason. Far 
from looking on these yearnings for peace 
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as treason, we deem it a duty to be always 
ready to accept an honorable peace. We 
hold it that every Christian, every man, 
woman and child in our country, should 
pray and hope for honorable peace as soon 
as possible.” — 

The Knights of Columbus, having raised 
more than the one million dollars which was 
originally their objective for spiritual and 
social work among the soldiers in the army 
and navy camps, have changed their goal 
to $3,000,000, according to a decision 
reached by the Supreme Council of the 
Order at their recent convention in Chicago. 
The Knights have been highly commended 
by the hierarchy of the country for their 
noble efforts and extraordinary success. In 
addition to the regular chaplains, to whom 
the Government has given the rank of first 
lieutenants, the Knights of Columbus will 
support 200 chaplains with the colors. 


More exiled Sisters are returning to 
France and an anti-clerical government is 
now glad to accept the services of the nuns 
whom it persecuted. Three Sisters of the 
Holy Ghost and fourteen novices of the 
Provincial House at Hartford, Connecticut, 
have sailed for France to engage in relief 
work among the soldiers. 


In sympathetic answer to a great agita- 
tion in Ireland, following the East Clare 
election in July, Bishop O’Dwyer, of 
Limerick, wrote a letter which was read at 
a meeting in the Mansion House, demand- 
ing that the bodies of the sixteen men who 
suffered the death penalty in Easter week, 
1916, should be given up for Catholic burial 
in Ireland. At present they rest in the 
prison yard where they were killed. 


Spain is said to be enjoying unprece- 
dented prosperity. There is work for 
every one. In no other country at the 
present time, perhaps, does the Catholic 
spirit dominate the mass of the people so 
universally. 
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The recent amendment passed in the 
French Chamber at the instance of M. Sixte 
Quentin, which calls to the colors priests 
up to the age of 45 and even 50, and ad- 
vances to the fighting line all those who 
have been serving in the “Service de Sante,” 
has had a disastrous effect on the parishes 
of France. Aged and infirm priests are 
now rushed in automobiles to far places to 
supply Sunday Masses. Cardinal Dubois 
has written a letter to the president of the 
Council-General of the Seine, who has 
proved sympathetic, exhorting him to take 
up this serious matter with the Chamber of 
Deputies, which refuses to recognize the 
Bishops. 


When Cardinal Falconio died in Rome his 
body was laid to rest temporarily, after the 
impressive funeral service, in the tomb of 
the Friars Minor in the cemetery. But it 
was his wish that it should rest permanently 
in the place of his birth, Pescocostanzo. A 
few days ago it was taken from the ceme- 
tery to the station without any pomp or 
ceremony and the following day a Solemn 
Requiem Mass was celebrated in the 
Church of the Friars Minor at Pescocos- 
tanzo by Mgr. Rotoli, Bishop of Isernia and 
Venafro, before the body was laid to rest. 


On the Feast of the Assumption a beau- 
tiful ceremony took place in the Dominican 
Sisters’ Church at Sparkill, N. Y. In the 
morning four Masses were celebrated, the 
last one a High Mass according to the 
Dominican Ritual. Father Egan, O.P., 
preached an appropriate sermon. In the 
afternoon six postulants received the white 
habit of St. Dominic, seven novices re- 
ceived the black veil, and fifty other Sisters 
pronounced their vows. The altars were 
beautifully decorated and the large sanc- 
tuary was filled with visiting priests, secular 
and regular. Rt. Rev. Mgr. Edwards, 
V.G., preached in the afternoon and gave 
the Solemn Benediction. 
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PERSONALS 


Cardia! Mercier, of Belgium, is easily 
the most outstand'ng patriot in the Euro- 
pean or, rather, World War. His energy 
has occasioned more than one protest by 
Germany to the Holy See. Cardinal Mer- 
cier’s political activities have consisted in 
keeping alive the hope of freedom in the 
hearts of his conquered people. 


The Rev. John J. Brady, of the New 
York Diocese, enjoys the unique distinction 
of being the first American priest to arrive 
in the war zone with the first contingent 
of American troops. He is chaplain of the 
Fifth Regiment Marines, and has written 
from “Somewhere in France,” outlining 
conditions “there” and stating that he was 
going into the trenches with his men. 


John D. Ryan has been appointed as 
Director-General of the Red Cross Military 
Relief. Mr. Ryan is a prominent Catholic 
of New York and the first to occupy so 
prominent an office in the Red Cross. He 
is a member of St. Ignatius Parish, a mem 
ber of the Catholic Club, one of the finance 
committee of the St. Vincent de Paul Soci- 
ety, and a trustee of the Emigrant Indus- 
trial Savings Bank. Mr. Ryan will super- 
vise the bureaus of Medical Service, 
Nursing and Supplies, all of which are 
concerned in furnishing voluntary aid to 
the sick and wounded of the United States 
forces. 


Word has reached this country that 
Monsignor Dr. Joseph Wilpert has com- 
pleted his monumental work on Roman 
mosaics and paintings in church structures 
from the fourth to the thirteenth centuries. 
Because of its costly illustrations the work 
is sold at the high price of $250, but before 
the last impression every volume of the 
first edition was disposed of. Dr. Harnack, 
the noted Protestant theologian, bestows 
unstinted praise on the author, referring to 
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his labors as a splendid evidence of the 
fact that the artistic and scientific pursuits 
of peace are not being suspended in Ger- 
many under the stress of war. 


The Reverend John Neander, S.J., or- 
dained in St. Louis last month, is the first 
Swedish-American to become a _ Jesuit. 
Father Neander was born of Lutheran 
parents in Sweden. After his conversion 
he came to this country and offered himself 
to the Jesuit Fathers for missionary work 
among the Indians of the Rocky Mountains. 


The Rt. Rev. R. J. Crimont, S.J., was 
consecrated as first Bishop of Alaska, in 
Seattle, on July 25th, by the Most Rev. 
Archbishop Christie, of -Portland, Oregon, 
the Rt. Rev. Bishop O’Dea, and other 
prelates from northwestern dioceses assist- 
ing. 

A lay member of the Benedictine Order, 
Brether Gillese, of Fort Totten, edits and 
does the greater part of the setting up and 
printing of a Catholic periodical for the 
Sioux Indians. The name of the paper is 
Sinasapa Wooekine Yaepanpaha. 


The Rev. M. Davoust, Vicar of St. Anne, 
is the last of the Parisian “vicaires” who 
have lately been officially mentioned for 
their courage and devotedness at the front. 
Pére Davoust has been mentioned before 
and was lately wounded, but now has re- 
ceived the Cross of the Legion of Honor. 


The Very Rev. P. Bartholomew Calden- 
tey, O.T., has been sent from Rome to 
become Superior-General of the Theatine 
Fathers of North America, and will make 
his home at Durango, Colorado, where his 
Order has had charge of the Sacred Heart 
Church since i906. The Theatines are an 


Order founded in Italy in 1524 and at pres- 
ent are found nowhere else in the United 
States outside Colorado. 
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The Duke of Veragua, who is said to be 
the last descendant of Columbus, has of- 
fered to our Government his family 
archives, which include the original contract 
between Columbus and the King and Queen 
of Spain, Ferdinand and Isabelle, for which 
he had been offered $200,000 by an Amer- 
ican collector of Hispanic treasures. Tor 
all his documents and treasures he is said 
now to ask only this sum of the Govern- 
ment. 


Mother Irene, now Superior of St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital at Billings, Montana, where 
she is erecting a $200,000 hospital, has 
proved her ability as a builder in the past. 
For a long time she was Superior of St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Denver, for the excellent 
standing of which institution she is largely 
responsible. 


Mr. Cyril Ranger Gull, son of the Angli- 
can rector of Rushall, is an Oxford gradu- 
ate living in the island of Guernsey. His 
conversion the other day adds still another 
eminent novelist to the long list of Rome’s 
recruits from the ranks of men of letters. 
His pen name as the author of “When It 
Was Dark” is “Guy Thorne.” Five hun- 
dred thousand copies of this book have been 
printed. He has written also a dozen other 
novels. 


The Countess Marckieviez, who is a re- 
leased Sinn Feiner, has just become a 
Catholic. In an interview with a represen- 
tative of the Dublin Freeman immediately 
following her release the Countess declared 
that on her return to Ireland she would 
“have the happiness of being received into 
the Catholic Faith.” 


“The first man arrested in Ohio on the 
charge of treason was Harry E. Townsley, 
of Columbus. ‘Brother’ Townsley is master 
custodian of Lincoln Court, Guardians of 
Liberty,” says the Catholic Transcript. 


At Tananarive, Madagascar, a high offi- 
cial, Prince Ramahatra, and his whole fam- 
ily have been received into the Church. 


A well-known writer of fiction, Miss 
Hazel Simons, lately an Episcopalian, of 
Racine, Wisconsin, has been received into 
the Church. 


Father Dudley, a newly ordained priest 
from Beda College, Rome, who was only 
three years ago an Anglican curate, had the 
happiness of receiving both his father and 
mother into the Church as one of the first 
acts of his priesthood, at Redhill, near Lon- 
don, the end of July. 


The Rev. Father Moisant, a missionary 
priest, who has just concluded a novena in 
the Sacred Heart Church at Aurora, IIli- 
nois, is about to proceed to the front as 
chaplain of a Chicago regiment. 


His Eminence Cardinal Merry del Val, 
Archpriest of St. Peter’s, laid the founda- 
tion stone of a two-story museum which is 
to adjoin the portico of Charlemagne, at 
the end of the left colonnade approaching 
St. Peter’s at Rome. The museum will 
contain numerous relics which had been 
scattered during the destruction of the Con- 
stantinian basilica, and interesting records 
illustrating the history of St. Peter’s at 
Rome. 


Mary Pickford, familiarly known as 
Queen of Movieland, is a convert who is 
evidently keeping in touch with Catholic 
life and activities. Notwithstanding her 
busy life she managed the first week in Au- 
gust to give a picnic to the Catholic orphans 
of Los Angeles. 


The Catholic Register informs us that the 
Denver public recalled Benjamin Blunder- 
buss Jones and Benjamin C. Hilliard as 
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school directors, throwing them out by a 
two-to-one vote. While the recall originated 
with non-Catholics and was handled by them, 
it was simply a case of complete disgust 
by the body politic with outrageous bigotry. 
These men had been elected on an anti- 
Catholic ticket and had brought the school 
system of Denver to the verge of ruin. 


In Rome, Father Luke, an Irish Fran- 
ciscan of St. Isadore, has just celebrated 
his diamond jubilee, being 75 years old. 
Fifty of his sixty years as a Religious have 
been spent in Rome. It was Father Luke 
who, many years ago, carried the Irish 
Manuscripts from St. Isadore’s to Ireland 
for safekeeping. 


The Most Rev. Count Szeptycki, Arch- 
bishop of Lemberg, who was liberated from 
Russian imprisonment some time ago, has 
been exercising his liberty in behalf of the 
Church. He has consecrated Monsignor 
Theodoroff as Bishop of the Ukraine, where 
returns to the Catholic Church have become 
very numerous since the republican regime 
has freed the people from penalties for be- 
coming Catholics. The Archbishop has 
been enthusiastically greeted by Russian 
Catholics on his way to Rome, where he 
shall probably have arrived by the time our 
readers scan these lines. 


That the scourge of war is arousing the 
spiritual man is evidenced by, the conversion 
and return to the fold of a former pro- 
nounced atheist, one Lavredau, who ex- 
claims: “The past of France is great! It 
was a France that believed.

Oh, a nation of the dead 
covers the field. How hard it is, in this 
national cemetery, to be still an atheist! I 
cannot, I cannot.

It was a delusion, an in- 
toxication, a confused dream. I have seen 
death and I cry to life.”

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PROGRESS OF THE UNITED SELF- 
DENIAL FUND 


Although we have not the happiness of 
reporting to you that on the Feast of the 
Assumption the goal we sought to reach of 
twenty thousand dollars was actually at- 
tained, ‘yet we are able to tell you that at 
the time of writing (St. Bartholomew’s 
Day, Augiist 24th) the treasurer reports the 
grand total of U. N. B. L. receipts since 
the beginning of the Self-Denial Week in 
mid-Lent to the $18,009.00. In round num- 
bers, therefore, we have fallen short of our 
aim two thousand dollars, but we have ex- 
ceeded the United Offering of last year by 


nearly three thousand dollars, which is by 


no means discouraging. Our original hope, 
as expressed last winter, was to score a 
record of twenty-five thousand, and al- 
though we failed to do this by the middle 
of August, we must certainly contribute 
that amount before the end of the year. 
The Annual Report for 1916, published 
in the January (1917) Lamp, shows that 
the total contributions of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost approximated thirty thou- 
sand dollars, including the Church and 
School Building Fund, part of which, how- 
ever, had been contributed prior to 1916. 
Of course we want to show at the end of 
the present year progress over the preceding 
year, and we ought to make every effort 
from now on to reach a Grand Total for 
1917 of thirty-five thousand dollars. Those 
of our Readers who cannot contribute finan- 
cially to the accomplishment of this noble 
aim are especially requested to pray for its 


accomplishment instead. Prayer we all 
know is the mighty force which taps the 
resources of infinitude, and upon it we 
mainly rely for all that the U. N. B. L. has 
or will accomplish. 

If we could persuade five thousand of 
your number to say a decade of the Rosary 
each day for this Special Intention we 
would more certainly achieve the end in 
view than though each one of the five thou- 
sand mailed us a contribution of one dollar. 


MORE MASS STIPENDS NEEDED 
FOR FOREIGN MISSIONARIES 


We are grateful for the steadily increas- 
ing number of Mass stipends which are 
sent to the U. N. B. L. to be discharged 
by the Foreign Missionaries. The power 
of these stipends to maintain and extend 
the Kingdom of God in pagan lands cannot 
be overestimated. 

‘To illustrate this in a practical way we 
submit two appeals, which are only a sam- 
ple of the appeals which are coming to us 
constantly. The first letter is from Father 
Dominic, D. C., Prior of the Carmelite 
Fathers at Trivandrum, India. To this 
monastery belongs Father Amatus, the 
Carmelite Missionary who visited America 
two years ago and was at that time intro- 
duced by us to the Readers of Tue Lamp. 
Father Dominic says: 

“May I take the liberty of making the 
request that you may be pleased to remem- 
ber our works here whenever you have 
some Mass stipends or other donations to 
spare. To show you how helpful they 
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would be, let me just mention what we 
could do if we had a few more dollars at 
our disposal. (1) We have a Catholic 
pupil finishing his school course and whom 
we would like to train as a teacher for our 
Institution; his two years’ training course 
would cost us $100.00. (2) Two other 
Catholic pupils, who have to study one year 
more to finish their school course, and two 
years for training as teacher, which will 
cost $120.00 each. (3) Another pupil, who 
has a great desire to join the seminary, but 
who must remain in the high school for 
two more years, and whose parents are 
quite unable to defray the expenses, would 
cost us $40 for the two years. If, therefore, 
dear Father, it were possible for you to help 
us in any way in any of the above works, 
we would be extremely grateful for it.” 

Father Stephen, D.C., is another Car- 
melite Father with whom our Readers are 
somewhat acquainted, being Superior of the 
Carmelite Monastery of St. Mary at Elthu- 
ruth, South India. He recently wrote us 
as follows: 

“Trichur is the most populous city with 
Christians in this country, the center of 
schismatics, the seat of the most famous 
pagoda of pagans in the Cochin States. 
Our Bishop desires to establish in Trichur 
a monastery of our Congregation and build 
a church in honor of the Most Holy Sacra- 
ment, and thereby make our Eucharistic 
Lord more known, adored and loved. We 
have nothing in hand for the expense of the 
establishment but the Providence of God, 
in which we firmly hope. It is the general 
belief that within a short time of the estab- 
lishment of this monastery and church the 
schism would be extinguished and the Cap- 
ital of Satan would by and by become the 
Kingdom of God and our Lord in the 
Eucharist will be solemnly and publicly 
adored.” 

Now Father Stephen and his companion 
Fathers would be immensely helped in 
carrying out this grand design for the 
greater glory of God and the conquest of 


souls, if we could only supply them with 
all the Mass intentions they are capable of 
discharging. 

Then, too, there is not a Bishop in the 
Foreign Field who is not eager to receive 
for the daily sustenance of his brave mis- 
sionary priests many times as many Mass 
intentions from America as he already is 
fortunate enough to obtain. So we appeal 
to all, but especially to Religious Commu- 
nities and pastors of city churches, to send 
to the U. N. B. L. Mass intentions to be 
transmitted to the Foreign Field, where the 
need is so exceeding great. 


MESSAGES FROM OUR 
MISSIONARIES 

Father. Ferrand, Missionary to the Japa- 
nese in Corea, under date of July 2d wrote 
us as follows: 

The renovation and enlargement of the 
Church of Napaoni will be finished for the 
Feast of the Assumption of Our Lady. It 
will be a very beautiful church. The people 
of this church have given me a letter for 
you. I enclose, it, with the translation in 
English. You may send more medals of 
the Rosary League of Our Lady of the 
Atonement to Very Rev. Father Vermorel, 
the pastor at Napaoni, because there are 
many, many other Coreans who want to 
become members of the League. 

TRANSLATION OF THE NAPAONI LETTER 
To the American Father, Benefactor of 

Napaoni: 

Laudetur Jesus Christus (Praised be 
Jesus Christ). Formerly there was no 
church in our district. Ten years ago our 
beloved Father and the Christian people, 
collecting our little resources, built with 
great trouble a little one. But this church, 
being not solid, was tumbling into ruin and 
rain was falling inside. We were very sad; 
when, by a special favor of God and of the 
Blessed Virgin, one foreign Father has had 
pity of us and, sending us much money, has 
kindly helped us to restore and enlarge our 
church. 
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Thanks to your generosity, we have no 
anxiety more. Now how could we thank 
We do not see you with 
the eyes of our body, but we are looking 
at you with the eyes of our soul and heart, 
and with this heart we thank you. We 
thank you also because we have the great 
honor to be members of the Rosary League. 
We are already three hundred members, 
and many rhore want to become members; 
they are waiting for the medals.

In con- 
clusion, I can only say that Father Rijk is 
one of our most successful, hard-working 
and self-sacrificing men. Lately he has had 
the joy of seeing his schools approved by 
the Bureau of Education, and it would be 
more than a pity if for want of funds he 
could not keep them going.” 


Before Enlargement 
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Will not some one contribute to our 
Church and School Fund the sum of three 
hundred dollars? Then we will loan it to 
Father Rijk, and when it has been paid back 
into the fund it will be ready to help some 
other zealous missionary in similar straits. 


Sister St. Thomas, writing from St. 
Labre’s Indian Mission, Ashland, Montana, 
whose convent and school were completely 
destroyed by fire last winter, as our Read- 
ers know, says: “If we could get some 
second-hand school supplies from some one 
it would help us very much.” We print 
this in the prayerful hope that it may reach 
the eye of some pastor, or Community of 
Religious, who may have the very things 
which these poor Sisters working among 
the Indians out in Montana may need, in 
which case we are sure they will be only 
too glad to send them on to St. Labre’s 
mission. 


We are glad to publish in Tue Lamp the 
following interesting letter from one of the 
celebrated African White Fathers, now so- 
journing for a time in Canada, the Rev. H. 
Marean, whose present address is 37 Ram- 
part, Quebec: 

I am like a soldier back from the 
trenches. I come from the last-born Vicar- 
iate, “The Banginola.” During seven years 
I have been teaching thousands of Babemba 
Negroes. To explain our work, the best 
thing for me to do is to quote here a few 
lines from our dear Bishop MacLarue, sent 
to me lately. 

“We shall reach nearly twenty thousand 
Christians withthe present year. Three 
years ago we had only seven thousand. 
Many Christians stay at two, three, and 
four days (forty-five miles) away from the 
stations. They are good people, but many 
are too far away to get religious help very 
often; and they are most anxious for it. 
It would be necessary to double our sta- 
tions from eight to sixteen and even twenty. 
Here it is not as in other countries where 
Protestants. and Mussulmans have sown 


their false principles so deeply. The two 
hundred thousand people in the territory 
of our eight stations are taught only by us 
(22 missionaries), and before long nearly 
every one will be Christian, if we have the 
necessary help in men and money. We can 
hardly find such a situation elsewhere. We 
have started a native seminary of first 
choice in each station of good subjects. 
Meanwhile our teachers are doing a real 
good work everywhere. They number three 
hundred and fifty. Our dear Savior blesses 
our work when we put our confidence in 
Him. Continue to help us among the zeal- 
ous priests who spend their lives to help 
poor missionaries. I think we could not 
have continued without the help sent us last 
year. Therefore, be our providence. God 
bless you all, and pray every day for our 
Christians.” . 

Dear Father, if we can teach so many 
people, I must notice the work done by our 
small army of Catechism teachers. I have 
been one hundred twenty days in the bush 
with a few of them each year. 

Look at Stephano Sanaga, who knows 
the eighteen hundred children in his books 
very well. The most of them know their 
Catechism and religious songs. In his vil- 
lages he has started a school and built small 
churches with reeds and grass. I said to 
one: “When you baptize young ones, give 
them the name of ‘Donat.’” He came back 
the following month with eleven little 
Donats sent to heaven. Another Dismas is 
the father of seven boys, all Christians. He 
is forty-two years of age and it has been 
hard for him to learn to read and write. 
But how well he explains the Catechism. 
He has sent to heaven more than seventy 
people by baptism. When he comes back 
from his gardens we find him resting on a 
mat, teaching Catechism to a few gathered 
around him. What a splendid work these 
teachers do! 

There are three thousand for the Vicar- 
iates, each one costing $15 a year. Most of 
the money received goes for this work. 
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A Great NEED 

We have received a letter of most urgent 
appeal from the daughters of St. Clare, in 
Civita Castellana, Province of Rome, Italy. 
We quote the following in the hope that 
many lovers of St. Francis and St. Clare 
will come to the succor of their poor chil- 
dren: 

“We are very poor; just to-day we are 
buying a little flour, and in order to make 
this purchase we must have a written per- 
mit from the Mayor. The food crisis has 
been and still continues to be very great. 
In order to realize it, one must pass through 
the ordeal. 

“We are in very great distress, for food, 
clothes, and the sanitary condition of our 
monastery are in a sad state; in less than 
two years five members of our Community 
have been carried off by consumption, 
which we attribute to the dampness of the 
house. We are most anxious to repair this 
defect if possible before winter, by having 
drainage made to carry off the water, which 
at present runs in the house. Can you not 
obtain for us some help? How grateful 
we will be for any assistance. 

“Pray that we be not starved out, soul 
and body. We have Holy Mass three times 
a week, but if the war continues and an- 
other call for recruits comes, then our 
Chaplain leaves and we will be left in a sad 
state indeed. . Ask the good Sisters at 
Graymoor to pray for us, above all that this 
war may soon come to an end; otherwise 
God alone knows what our fate will be.” 

The U. N. B. L. will gladly forward all 
contributions sent us for the relief of the 
Poor Clare Nuns in Civita Castellana. 

The late Edward Mason, of Brooklyn, 
left the residue of his estate, valued at 
$100,000, to four Catholic hospitals in 
Greater New York.

“But I cannot pray.” That is a heresy. Yes, 
you can always pray. If you feel a disgust, nay, 
a horror of prayer, pray on, pray in spite of 
yourself, against yourself. Beg for the courage 
in prayer which our agonizing Saviour merited 
for you by His sufferings in Gethsemane and 
upon Calvary.

NATIONAL CATHOLIC WAR 
COUNCIL 


Although the Editor of Tue Lamp was 
present at the Congress of American 
Catholics held at the Catholic University in 
Washington on August 11 and 12, only the 
briefest notice could be gotten into THE 
Lamp of August 15 before going to press. 
That Congress was too important to be 
passed over without fuller notice. 

The assembly was called under the direc- 
tion of the Three American Cardinals and 
the other members of the American Hier- 
archy and was attended by about 200 dele- 
gates, representing 55 Archdioceses and 
Dioceses. Its purpose was to deliberate on 
the most efficient way to co-ordinate and 
mobilize all the forces of the Catholic 
Church in America to meet and master the 
problems arising out of the war such as the 
spiritual ministrations of the Church to the 
soldiers and sailors called to the colors, 
their moral welfare, the nursing of the sick 
and wounded and the thousand needs which 
Catholic alms alone can supply. 

The National Catholic War Council was 
formed as a result of these deliberations. 
This Council will consist of all the Bishops 
and Archbishops in the United States and 
delegates from all the local diocesan coun- 
cils which will be formed throughout the 
country. The affairs will be directed by an 
executive committee consisting of one dele- 
gate from each archdiocese in the country. 


Nation-wide in scope, the Council will 
attempt to obliterate for the common good 
the lines that now separate various parishes 
and dioceses, and the various organizations 
one from the other. It will be a grand 
effort to unify American Catholics in a 
cause in which every Catholic is interested. 

The task of bringing about the desired 
end is directly in the hands of a committee 
on organization, which was appointed by 
Rev. John J. Burke, C. S. P., chairman of 
the congress, with the following personnel: 
Right Rev. Monsignor Francis C. Kelley, 
of Chicago; Rt. Rev. Mgr. Henry T. Drum- 
goole, of Philadelphia; John G. Agar, of 
New York; Henry V. Cunningham, of 
Boston; Robert J. Biggs, of Baltimore; 
Hon. Luke E. Hart, of St. Louis, and Hon. 
Charles P. Neill, of Washington, D. C. 
This committee met immediately after the 
session, elected John G. Agar chairman, and 
started at the gigantic work before it. 

The formation of this War Council in- 
stead of relieving Tue Lamp and the 
U. N. B. L. from any further responsibility 
in helping to look after the religious needs 
of our soldiers, only summons us by the 
authority of our Chief Shepherds to be all 
the more diligent in contributing our share 
towards the united result, but we are to 
take care to do our work in co-operation 
with all other Catholic agencies and not in 
the spirit of rivalry, contradiction or con- 
flict. 
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Tue Lamp and the U. N. B. L. stand 
prepared to follow the instructions which 
we shall expect to receive from the Catholic 
War Council when it grasps the helm of 
supreme direction and in the meantime to 
do the work that lies immediately at hand. 

Our readers have begun to show a dis- 
position to support with their alms the 
special work of the Army and Navy Branch 
of our Missionary Union as is evidenced 
by the contributions which have lately come 
to the U. N. B. L. for this special purpose, 
but these have been by no means sufficient 
to cover the expenditures we have already 
made in supplying the soldiers with 
rosaries, medals, crucifixes, prayer books 
and Catholic literature. We call for a 
very much more generous support in order 
that we may do the work which right now 
we ought to do and may be prepared to 
meet the demands of the future. 

There is one specific request we make 
at this writing. .One thousand copies of 
“Guide Right” or “Fundamental Tactics 
against the Soldiers’ Worst Enemy” 
(Sexual Vice), will cost $25.00 and we de- 
sire to put in an order for five thousand as 
a starter. If our readers could have heard 
the address at the Congress in Washing- 
ton on this dreadful and terrible danger to 
which our young soldier boys will certainly 
be exposed, by Dr. Charles P. Neill, Sec- 
retary to the Advisory Committee of the 
War Service Conference, you would pro- 
vide us not with five thousand but with 
fifty thousand copies of this booklet, which 
has been gotten out by one of our Catholic 
organizations under the imprimatur of the 
Archbishop of St. Louis, to place in the 
hands of Catholic young men just begin- 
ning their soldier career. To illustrate its 
purpose and to show how it is written, we 
quote the 


Foreworp: 


“Life in the military service of your country 
opens up a new world to you; a world of new 
experiences, opportunities and dangers. The 


dangers from shot and shell, from disease and 
death you have weighed and are willing to meet. 
But there are dangers against which you have 
perhaps not been warned, and not forewarned 
is to be unarmed. 

“You have entered the military service in order 
to put your manhood and even life itself at the 
command of your country. How foolish you 
would be, if, in gaining victory on the field of 
battle, you yourself be conquered. For in your 
new life as a soldier or sailor there are foes who 
threaten not only your health, life and happiness 
but what is of far greater value, your manhood 
and the salvation of your immortal soul. 

“It is the purpose of these few pages to warn 
you and arm you against the many insidious 
dangers to your moral life which threaten you 
in your new surroundings. Weigh these few 
words well; take them to heart, and ask in 
frequent prayer the courage daily to be on your 
guard and daily to conquer.”

Of first importance to the Mission, of 
course, is the establishment of a Missionary 
College in Ireland where priests can be 
trained specially for the Chinese Mission, 
and thus a regular supply of Irish priests 
can be secured for mission work in China. 
The first steps have already been taken to 
provide and equip this college. A splendid 
site has been placed at the disposal of the 
Mission by Rev. James J. Ryan, formerly 


President of St. Patrick’s Foreign Mission- 
ary College, Thurles. The property was 
known as Cabragh Castle, Thurles, County 
Tipperary. It is situated on the banks of 
the River Suir, in the middle of the rich 
Tipperary plains. The Castle is surrounded 
by a property of about 125 acres of land. 
It is hoped that this College will soon be 
opened with about twenty students to start 
with. Many of these students are already 
advanced in their Theology Course and in 
a year or two they will be available for the 
Missions. It is the present intention of the 
promoters of the Mission to place their Col- 
lege under the patronage of Ireland's first 
and greatest Missionary, St. Columba 

The Episcopal approval and_ sanction 
which I enclose speaks for itself. Jt will 
show you how warmly the Irish Bishops 
have taken up the idea of an Irish Mission 
to China. There is not a single Bishop who 
has not given it his warmest support. At 
their recent meeting at Maynooth, June 
19th (this present year) they again ex- 
pressed their warmest approval and showed 
their desire as soon as the scheme assumed 
a definite shape to give, what has hitherto 
been merely a movement of priests of one 


college, viz., Maynooth College, a national 
status and make the Maynooth Mission a 
mission of the Irish Church for the conver- 
sion of China. A status of this kind is, I 
think, unique for a Foreign Mission. Be- 
sides, we have received the approval and 
blessing of the Holy See on our work. 


When Father Galvin stopped at Gray- 
moor, over a year ago, on his way to Ire- 
land, and made known to us the purpose 
of his journey back to the Old Country, 
we pledged him in the name of the Union- 
That-Nothing-Be-Lost the sum of one 
thousand dollars for the new Foreign 
Missionary College in Ireland, provided the 
undertaking received the sanction and sup- 
port of His Eminence Cardinal Logue and 
the Irish Hierarchy. Now that it has re- 
ceived not only all of this, but also the sanc- 
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tion of the Holy See, we feel under obii- 
gation to fulfil our promise; but at this 
season of the year we are confronted with 
an empty treasury and we ntist therefore 
appeal particularly to our Irish-American 
members to supply us with the means to 
redeem our pledge without waiting for the 
returns from the Self-Denial Week offering 
next Lent to do it. Only about seventy-five 
dollars has come in for the Irish Missionary 
College so far, but from now on we hope 
to receive many offerings, large and small, 
for so inspiring an object, one which ought

To the Editor Tue Lamp: 

“Father, I have sinned against Heaven 
and before thee. I am not now worthy to 
be called thy child.” Nine months ago I 
bade farewell to my brother missioners 
“and gathering all together went abroad 
into a far country.” Applications had been 
made for priests who would leave the work 
in which they were engaged and give their 
time and service to the thousands of white 
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troops taking part in the German East 
African campaign. I was one of the first 
priests offered by Bishop Biermans, and 
nine long months ago I left his vicariate. 
I need not go into the details that eventu- 
ally led to my now being back again in “my 
father’s house,” as I intend to write a short 
account of my impressions after the cam- 
paign. Suffice it to say that I was granted 
one month’s sick leave. : 

And why do I feel that “I am not now 
worthy to be called thy son”? Why doI 
feel that I have sinned against you and 
I return to 
you again for help, but this time humbled 
in the knowledge that during my sojourn

in a foreign land, I never wrote to you. 
For the first time in nine months I saw a 
copy of the dear old Lamp yesterday. It 
was the January number and reported an 
offering of eighteen dollars for “The Prod- 
igal Son” in German East Africa towards 
his Mumias Church account. Turning over 
the familiar pages and seeing the extraor- 
dinary evidence for the equally extraordi- 
nary charity of THe Lamp readers fired me 
with a resolve to “arise and go back to my 
father.” 

The columns recording donations from 
American Catholics now spread themselves 
over several sheets and for every silent 
sufferer in the mission field whose position 
is brought to light in Tue Lamp some gen- 
erous reader is sure to step forward and 
stand as foster parent. I feel that I myself 
have forfeited my right to your sympathy 
and to the charity of my friends by my 
long silence, but I am not writing to you 
now for the needs of my own mission. | 
wish to bring to your notice and to the no- 
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tice of the thousands of men and women 
in whose homes THE Lamp is read the 
needs of a community of nuns who are 
quietly doing heroic work in the vicariate 
of Bishop Biermans. Living as I do, in 
times of peace, in Kavirondo, I have seldom 
had an opportunity of seeing for myself 
what these nuns accomplish in Uganda. 
Uganda and Kavirondo are on opposite 
sides of Lake Victoria Nyanza, and as this 
lake is the size of Ireland, you can under- 
stand that Fathers stationed in Kavirondo 
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tioned at a place called Kamuli. But in 
each of these three missions the work got 
through daily by the three Sisters would be 
work enough for a community of thirty. I 
can speak only of Nsambya mission from 
experience, but I know from our other 
Fathers and from the nuns themselves at 
Nsambya that equally good work is being 
done for the natives both at Kamuli and 
Nagalama. Mother Kevin is the Superior 
of the Community at Nsambya, and it was 
while I was walking with her through her

rarely find. a reason sufficiently strong to 
justify the expense incurred by a trip to 
Uganda. But as an officer “invalided from 
the front” I am “doing” the lake at Gov- 
ernment expense. I broke my journey at 
Kampala—the capital of Uganda and the 
headquarters of the Mill Hill Mission— 
which is only eight miles from the lake 
port; and for the past four days I have 
been staying at our head station, situated 
on Nsambya hill. Altogether there are nine 
Sisters in this vicariate, three of whom are 
here at Nsambya, three at a mission called 
Nagalama, and the remaining three are sta- 


hospitals and schools that I conceived the 
idea of asking THE Lamp readers to come 
to her assistance. 

Since their arrival in Africa, thirteen 
years ago, these nuns have patiently pre- 
pared thousands of women and children for 
Baptism. But they also recognized from 
the beginning that something would have to 
be done to stem the ravages of disease 
among the people in general. Readers of 
Tue Lamp and of other Catholic papers 
that are concerned in the Propagation of 
the Faith among heathen races are suffi- 
ciently acquainted with the fact that unless 
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the souls of men are inoculated, as it were, 
with the grace of God “who appeared to 
take away our sins,” the natura] course of 
their evil inclinations will bear them along 
to a sea of spiritual and bodily ruin. Even 
virtuous Catholics who “have borne the 
burden of the day and the heats” for up- 
wards of fifty or sixty years know the ex- 
treme necessity there is to daily strengthen 
the soul by prayer in order to live an 
unsullied life in this world. “For all that 
is-in the world is the concupiscence of the 
flesh, and the concupiscence of the eyes, and 
the pride of life, which is not of the Father, 
but of the world” (1 Ep. John ii, 16). 

3ut how can the rays of the sacraments 
brighten the dark lives of those who, since 
the day when “God the Father Almighty 
Creator of Heaven and earth” said, “Let 
there be light,” have “walked in -darkness 
and know not whither they go because the 
darkness hath blinded their eyes” (1 Ep. 
John ii, 11)? They have never heard of 
God their Father, of Jesus their Redeemer, 
of Mary their Mother. Think, Catholic 
fathers and mothers, what a hell upon earth 
our own fair lands would be were the baby 
lips of your own dear children never to lisp 
the sweet names of Jesus and Mary! Are 
we then to stand aghast at the sight of the 
pools and swamps of sin that have gone on 
poisoning the spiritual atmosphere of heathen 
races during all these centuries? Are we to 
shrink in shame and shocked surprise at the 
foulness of their lives, at, the foulness of 
their souls, and, as a direct result of sin, at 
the foulness of their diseased and leprous 
bodies, when even in Christian countries, 
where for two thousand years the heinous- 
ness of sin has been proclaimed from plat- 
form and pulpit, where representations of 
the mangled Body of our Saviour are con- 
stantly before our eyes to remind us of the 
awful ransom demanded by sin for our de- 
livery, where pilgrimages are made and 
penances done, where sodalities and guilds 
are organized, where Eucharistic proces- 
sions and Eucharistic Congresses are held, 


where novenas are made, where missions 
and retreats are given, where the Death of 
Christ is daily re-enacted on the countless 
thousands of altars in the churches of the 
world, where devotions to the Sacred 
Heart, devotions to the Holy Ghost, devo- 
tions to Our Lady, devotions to St. Joseph 
are practiced, where prayers and supplica- 
tions and petitions soar warm from the 
hearts of cloistered monks and nuns to the 
presence of God and beseech Him to “spare 
His people and not be angry with them 
forever,” where our Lord Himself waits 
night and day in the Blessed Sacrament of 
the altar, calling and welcoming us to visit 
Him, where souls are born of God in Bap- 
tism, “sprinkled with hyssop and made 
whiter than snow” in Penance, and are 
made “bone of His bone and flesh of His 
flesh” in the Sacrament of the Eucharist— 
are we, I ask, to sit in judgment on those 
of whom Jesus Himself says, “Other sheep 
I have that are not of this fold: them also 
must I bring,” when even in Christian coun- 
tries, with all the above means of sancti- 
fying ourselves at our hand, countless souls 
are to be found who daily offer incense at 
the altars of sin and say, “I will not serve”? 

Saints in centuries past erected hospitals 
and asylums and devoted the whole of their 
lives to the alleviation of misery, suffering 
and sin, in order to better their own fellow- 
Christians who had “known the way of 
justice,” but who had “turned back from 
that holy commandment that had been de- 
livered to them.” And in what surer way 
can we, present-day children of Christ’s 
Church, people the Kingdom of Heaven 
than by loyally supporting the efforts of 
our missionary priests and nuns to better 
the spiritual condition of these races “who 
in time past were not a people but are now 
the people of God; who had not obtained 
mercy, but now have obtained mercy” (I 
Peter ii, 10)? Many indeed are the priests, 
in Bishop Biermans’s vicariate alone, who 
have been enabled to erect permanent mon- 
uments to the charity of THe Lamp readers 
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by building schools and churches, but so far 
the needs of the nuns in these missions have 
never been made known. 

Gifts of money have trickled in from 
various sources during the past twelve 
years, but what can these nuns put by 
towards the erection of isolation wards, 
main hospitals and other buildings when 
medicines alone, to say nothing of medical 
instruments and ward utensils, for the 
Nsambya Mission alone cost fifteen hun- 
dred dollars annually? Occasional gifts are 
sent by Europeans living in Kampala who 
daily see what is being done for the natives 
of the district, and even Protestants have 
given twenty-five dollars to endow a bed in 
honor of The Little Flower. Many of the 
patients are suffering from such evil dis- 
eases that their own relatives will not have 
them near them for fear of infection, so in 
addition to the expense of daily dressing 
their open wounds the nuns must incur a 
further expense to feed, clothe and house 
them. Dear Readers of THE Lamp, 
“I write to you because you are strong and 
the word of God abideth in you” (1 Ep. 
John ii, 14). “Give alms out of thy sub- 
stance and turn not away thy face from any 
poor person; for so it shall come to pass 
that the face of the Lord shall not be turned 
from thee. If thou have much give 


abundantly: if thou have little, take care 
even so to bestow willingly a little, for thus 
thou storest up to thyself a good reward for 
the day of necessity’ (Tobias iv, 7-10).

MARGARET CLITHEROW 

ZpiTor’s Note: Last month we began 
this story of that Valiant Woman among 
the English Martyrs, as told in “Pax” by 
Mother Mary Loyola, and now THE Lamp 
takes pleasure in giving the conclusion to 
our Readers, knowing that all will be edified 
by such noble loyalty to Christ and the 
Catholic Church even unto death. 

On March 14, 1586, the twenty-eighth 
of Elizabeth’s reign, Margaret Clitherow 
was brought from the. Castle to the Com- 
mon Hall where the two judges, Clinch and 
Rhodes, with others of the Council, were 
sitting on the bench. There she was in- 
dicted of felony, in that she had harbored 
and maintained Jesuit and seminary priests, 
traitors to the Queen’s Majesty and her 
laws. Then Judge Clinch stood up and de- 
manded whether she would plead “Not 
guilty” or confess the indictment. She 
answered with resolution but modesty: “I 
know no offense whereof I should confess 
myself guilty. I never knew, nor have I 
harbored nor maintained, those that are 
otherwise than the Queen’s friends. God 
defend I should.” The judge demanded 
how she would be tried. She answered: 
“Having no offense I need no trial.” Again 
it was alleged that she had offended against 
the statutes, and she was urged to say how 
she would be tried. “If you say,” she re- 
plied, “that I have offended and that I must 
be tried, then I will be tried by none but 
God and your own conscience.” 

The judge asked if she would be con- 
tented to be tried by God and the country. 
She answered: “No.” “You need not,” 
said he, “fear a trial, for I think the coun- 
try cannot find you guilty upon the slender 
evidence of a child.” The martyr, who had 
no counsel on this or any other point, still 
refused, not with any view of saving her 
life, but that the guilt of shedding her blood 
might be upon as few as possible. “Alas!” 
she said to a friend after her condemna- 
tion, “if I should have put myself to the 
couutry, evidence must needs have come 
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against me which I know none could give 
but only my children and servants. And it 
would have been more grievous to me than 
a thousand deaths if I should have seen 
any of them brought forth before me to 
give evidence against me. Secondly,” said 
she, “I knew well the country must needs 
have found me guilty to please the Council, 
which earnestly seek my blood; and then all 
they had been accessory to my death, and 
damnably offended God. I thought it there- 
fore in the way of charity to hinder the 
country from such a sin; and since it must 
needs be done, to cause as few to do it 
as might be; and that was the judge him- 
self.” 

The judge said: “We must then proceed 
by law against you, which will condemn 
you to a sharp death for want of trial.” 
“God’s Will be done,” she replied; “I 
humbly thank Him that He thinketh me 
worthy to suffer any kind of death for so 
good a cause.” This she said with such joy 
and sweetness that some standing by said 
she was mad and possessed with a smiling 
spirit. 

The Bench rose that night without pro- 
nouncing sentence against her, and she was 
sent well guarded to a house on Ousebridge. 
As she went along she dealt money liberally 
to the poor on both sides of the street. 
Next morning she was brought again be- 
fore the Council, and urged to put herself 
on the country. To the inducement that 
the witness against her was slender, she an- 
swered: “The witnesses are slender indeed 
—children who with an apple and a rod you 
may make to say what you will.” To the 
charge of having had priests in her house, 
she replied: “I know no cause why I should 
refuse good Catholic priests, since they 
come for my good and for the good of 
others.” Rhodes and others said: “They 
are all traitors and seducers of the Queen’s 
subjects.” “God forgive you,” replied the 
martyr, “you would not say so of them if 
you knew them.” The Puritan preacher, 
Wigginton, stood up and called to the judge 
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for leave to speak. “My Lord,” he said, 
“take heed what you do. You sit here to 
do justice. This woman’s case is touching 
life and death. You ought not, either by 
God’s law or man’s, to judge her to die 
upon the slender witness of a boy. There- 
fore, look to it, my Lord, this gear goeth 
sore.” The judge answered: “I may do it 
by law.” “By what law?” asked Wiggin- 
ton. “By the Queen’s law,” said the judge. 
“That may well be,” was the answer, “but 
you cannot do it by God’s law.” Once more 
the judge conjured her to put herself upon 
the country. 
Then the judge said: “If you will not put 
yourself to the country, this must be your 
judgment: 


Once more she refused. 


“You must return from whence you 
came, and there, in the lowest part of the 
prison, be stripped naked, laid down, your 
back upon the ground, and as much weight 
laid upon you as you are able to bear, and 
so to continue three days without meat or 
drink, except a little barley bread and pud- 
dle water, and the third day to be pressed 
to death, your hands and feet tied to posts, 
and a sharp stone under your back.” 

The martyr, standing without any fear 
or change of countenance, mildly said: “If 
this judgment be according to your own 
conscience, I pray God send you better 
judgment before Him. I thank God heart- 
ily for this.” “Nay,” said the judge, “I 
do it according to law, and tell you this 
must be your judgment, unless you put 
yourself to be tried by the country. Con- 
sider of it, you have hushand and children 
to care for; cast not yourself away.” The 
martyr answered: “I would to God my hus- 
band and children might suffer with me for 
so good a cause.” 

Yet once again the judge importuned her, 
saying: “Although we have given sentence 
against you according to the law, yet will 
we show mercy if you will do anything 
yourself.” The martyr, lifting up her eyes 
towards heaven, said with a cheerful coun- 
tenance: “God be thanked, all that He shall 
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send me shall be welcome. I am not worthy 
of so good a death as this is; I have de- 
served death for mine offenses to God, but 
not for anything that I am accused of.” 
Then the judge bade the sheriff see to her. 
And presently her arms were pinioned, she 
smiling the while as glad to be bound for 
Christ’s sake. As she was led away, the 
bystanders, seeing her joyful countenance, 
said she must needs be receiving comfort 
from the Holy Ghost to bear herself so 
bravely in such a case. 

On her way back to prison between the 
two sheriffs, she dealt money on both sides 
as well as her pinioned arms would allow. 
When her husband heard she was con- 
demned he was like a man distracted, and 
cried out: “Alas! will they kill my wife. 
Let them take all I have and save her, for 
she is the best wife in all England, and the 
best Catholic also.” 

The martyr prepared herself for death 
with prayer and fasting, fearing still she 
was not worthy to suffer such a death for 
God’s sake, and since none but heretical 
ministers and such as the Council appointed 
might have access to her, she sent word to 
her spiritual father earnestly desiring his 
prayers. During the nine days that elapsed 
between her condemnation and martyrdom, 
she was beset with importunities by the 
Protestant ministers to go to theit church 
for the saving of her life. This she firmly 
refused to do. Then they plied her with 
questions on religious matters and with 
texts from Scripture. 

“Why refuse you to come to our 
church ?” they asked. 

The martyr answered: “I am _ not 
aminded to your church, God defend I 
should, for I have been within the Cath- 
olic faith twelve years, I thank God; and if 
I should now fear or faint, all that I have 
done heretofore were in vain, and I wish 
rather to die.” Pease, the minister, said: 
“What is the Church?” The martyr re- 
plied: “It is that wherein the true Word of 
God is preached,, which Christ left to His 
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Apostles and to their successors, minister- 
ing the Seven Sacraments, which the same 
Church hath always observed, the Doctors 
preached, the Martyrs and Confessors wit- 
nessed. This is the Church I believe to be 
true.” When they alleged texts of Scrip- 
ture, she replied: “I beseech you, trouble 
me not; I am no divine, neither can answer 
you to these hard questions. ‘I am accord- 
ing to the Queen’s Majesty’s laws to die, 
and my spirit is very willing, although my 
flesh may repine. I say, as I have said 
heretofore, my desire is to die a member 
of the Catholic Church. My cause is God’s, 
and it is a great comfort to me to die in 
His quarrel: flesh is frail, but I trust in 
my Lord Jesu that He will give me 
strength to bear all troubles and torments 
which shall be laid upon me for His sake.” 

Another day came Wigginton, the Puri- 
tan: “Good Mistress Clitherow,” he said, 
“take pity on yourself. Christ Himself fled 
His persecutors, so did His Apostles; and 
why should you not then favor your own 
life?” The martyr answered: “God defend 
I should favor my life in this point. As 
for my martyrdom, I am not yet assured 
of it, for that I am yet living; but if I 
persevere to the end, I verily believe I shall 
be saved.” “Are not you assured?” he 
asked. “No, I wis,” replied the martyr, 
“so long as I am living, because I know not 
what I may do.” “How think you,” re- 
joined Wigginton, “Mrs. Clitherow, to be 
saved?” The martyr answered: “Through 
Christ Jesus, His bitter passion and death.” 

Every day there came to her either min- 
isters to draw her into controversy or some 
of her relatives to implore her to consider 
her husband and children. But she an- 
swered them all with the same courage and 
constancy: “I am fully resolved to live and 
die in the faith of the Catholic Church... 
for if an angel come from heaven and 
preach any other doctrine than we have re- 
ceived, the Apostle biddeth us not to believe 
him. Wherefore, I pray you take this for 
an answer, and trouble me, no more for my 


conscience.” When pressed to hear a ser- 
mon, she replied: “I mind to do it, if I may 
have a Catholic preacher, but to come to 
your sermons I will never. My faith is 
stayed already, and I purpose not to seek 
for new doctrine.” “I myself,” urged 
Wigginton, “have seen Christ once in a 
vision, and am assured of my salvation.” 
The martyr began to smile and made but 
small answer. When charged with having 
no care for her husband and children, she 
replied: “As for my husband, know you 
that I love him next unto God in this world, 
and I have care. over my children as a 
mother ought to have; I trust I have done 
my duty to them to bring them up in the 
fear of God, and so I trust now I am dis- 
charged of them. And for this cause I am 
willing to offer them freely to God that 
sent them me, rather than I will yield one 
jot from my faith. I take witness I 
die for the Catholic faith, the same that ] 
was christened in. I trust my husband will 
not accuse me that I have offended him at 
any time and I beseech you, let me 
speak with him before I die.” This they 
would not allow, unless she would yield 
something. The martyr said: “God’s will 
be done, for I will not offend God and my 
conscience to speak with him.” 

Two days before her death the sheriffs 
of York brought her word of the day and 
hour when she was to suffer. After they 
had left her the martyr said to a friend: 
“The sheriffs have told me that I shall die 
on Friday next; and now I feel the frailty 
of mine own flesh which trembleth at these 
news, although my spirit greatly rejoiceth. 
Therefore for God’s sake pray for me, and 
desire all good folks to do the same.” 
“And she kneeling down and praying a 
little,” says Fr. Mush, “the fear and horror 
of death presently departed, as she said 
herself.” 

“Truly,” he continues, “in all her 
speeches, countenance, and behavior, she 
never showed herself sad, or sorrowful, or 
fearful, unless this one time; never expect- 
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ing or hoping for pardon notwithstanding 
the time was so deferred, and many 
speeches given forth that she should not 
die. But her mind was always on her end, 
craving all good prayers for perseverance 
and for ghostly strength to overcome all 
combats, and joyfully to depart from this 
world to the glory of God and advance- 
ment of the Catholic Church.” 

The night before she suffered, she said 
to the gaoler’s wife: “I would gladly have 
one of the maids to bear me company this 
night, not for any fear of death, for it is 
my comfort, but the flesh is frail.” The 
woman, therefore, came herself and sat by 
the martyr till almost midnight; then she 
went to bed. At midnight she saw the 
martyr rise from her knees, put off her 
apparel, and put on a linen habit like an alb 
which she had made three days before to 
suffer in. Clad in this garment alone, she 
knelt down again from 12 until 3, at which 
time she came to the fireside. There she 
laid herself down upon the stones for a 
quarter of an hour; afterwards she went 
to bed, where she lay till 6 in the morning. 
Then she arose and put on her apparel and 
so awaited the sheriffs’ coming. 

She begged the gaoler’s wife to see her 
die, and to have some good Catholics in 
her last agony to put her in mind of God. 
The woman declared she would not see her 
die so cruel a death for all York, but she 
would get some friends to lay such weight 
on her as would quickly put her out of 
This offer the martyr absolutely re- 
fused. Her hat she sent to her husband, 
in sign of her loving duty to him as to her 
head. 


pain. 


Her hose and shoes she sent to her 
eldest daughter, Anne, about twelve years 
old, signifying that she was to serve God 
and follow her steps. 

About 8 o’clock the sheriffs came, and 
she, being ready, went with them, carrying 
on her arm the new linen habit with tape 
to bind her hands. She went barefooted, 
her gown loose about her. She went cheer- 
fully to her marriage, as she called it, deal- 


ing her alms in the street, which was so 
full that she could scarcely pass. All mar- 
veled to see her joyful countenance. When 
the sheriff would have hurried her, she said 
merrily: “Good Master Sheriff, let me deal 
my poor alms before I now go, for my 
time is but short.” 

The place of the execution was the toll- 
booth, some six or seven yards distant from 
the prison. 

It was the 25th day of March, 1586, and 
a Friday. 

There were present at the martyrdom the 
two sheriffs of York, a

The martyr being come to the place, knelt 
down and prayed. The officers bade her 
pray with them, which she refused, saying: 
“T will not pray with you, neither will I 
say Amen to your prayers, nor shall you 
to mine.” Then they bade her pray for the 
Queen. “I do pray,” she replied, “for the 
Catholic Church, for the Pope’s Holiness, 
for all such as have care of souls, and for 
all Christian princes.” The officers inter- 
rupted her and commanded her not to put 


the Queen’s Majesty among that company. 


Without heeding the interruption, she con- 
tinued: “and especially for Elizabeth, 
Queen of England, that God turn her to 
the Catholic faith, and that after this 
mortal life she may receive the blessed joys 
of heaven. For I wish as much good,” said 
she, “to her Majesty’s soul as to mine own.” 
One of the sheriffs, moved to compassion, 
withdrew to the door and stood there weep- 
ing. The women put upon her the long 
habit of linen. Then quietly she laid her- 
self down upon the ground. Her face was 
covered with a handkerchief, the door was 
laid upon her, a sharp stone being placed ° 
under her back. Her hands were tied to 
two posts, so that her body and her arms 
made a perfect cross. After this they laid 
the weights upon her, which when she first 
felt she said: “Jesu! Jesu! Jesu! help me. 
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Blessed Jesu, I suffer this for Thy sake!” 
These were the last words she was heard 
to speak. They laid upon her about seven 
or eight hundredweight. She was about a 
quarter of an hour dying. 

Thus at last found rest this 


gy ee ee ae “matchless ‘Pearl,’ 
By persecution’s wave tossed to and fro, 
Till one great billow did it roughly heave 
On Heaven's peaceful shore.” 


“Hath not God turned everything in this 
horrible murther to the most honor of His 
saint ?” exclaims Father Mush. “Was it not 
on March 25th, the day when the Son of 
God became incarnate in the sacred Virgin’s 
womb, as the whole Church confesseth? 
Was not man’s redemption finished by 
Christ upon the Cross this same day, as 
many judge? Nay, was it not Friday also 
(in Passion week) wherein all Christen- 
dom celebrated the memory of Christ’s 
death and piteously lamented His pains 
suffered this day for our offenses?” 

The body of the martyr was buried beside 
a dunghill in the town. Six weeks after, 
a Catholic by diligent search found it, 
“whole without any putrefaction, and, tak- 
ing it up, carried it on horseback a long 
journey to a place. where he buried it again 
more decently eight weeks after her mar- 
tyrdom, leaving then her body so pure and 
uncorrupted as though the blessed soul had 
departed from the body the day before... 
and after was laid up as a worthy treasure 
until God redeem us out of the servitude 
and tyranny of these furious blood-suckers 
and send His peace again unto His Church, 
that then it may be kept with due honor.” 

Meanwhile “the worthy treasure” re- 
mains hidden. The only relic of the martyr 
known to exist is the right hand, preserved 
in St. Mary’s Convent, York. How it came 
there has not been handed down, but the 
convent, having been in existence since 
1680, was naturally the most fitting recep- 
tacle for such a treasure. It is venerated 
by the pilgrims who come to the York

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LETTERS FROM GOD 


There are few individuals in the human world 


who are not interested in letters. We all look 
for the post in proportion to the personal mes- 
sages we are expecting. The Catholic Church 
recognizes this human instinct in appointing to be 
read at every Mass a Letter from God. Those 
letters bring to each soul a personal message 
from the Mind and Heart of God that may mean 
so much of peace and joy that it is a pity to 
find the Epistle for each Sunday of the Christian 
year so seldom listened to or read with the per- 
sonal interest and appreciation which they should 
command. 

The Church is now keeping the Sundays after 
Pentecost and presents in the month of Septem- 
ber four striking Letters which contain messages 
from the Holy Spirit much needed by the Cath- 
olic in every-day life. For there has not been 
in the history of man more subtle and over- 
powering temptations than mark the social life 
of mankind Vice is the 
garments of good taste, and in the forms of 
respectability. The vulgar and unsightly are 
driven to cover as never before. Whether in 
eating or drinking or dancing, the vice of luxuria 
presents itself upon occasions and in forms that 
magnetically attract the innocent almost uncon- 
And owing to the frailty of human 
nature many a soul is ruined by the Powers of 
Darkness. 

To shield the innocent and to reclaim the fallen 
the Sanctifier of the Faithful, on the Fourteenth 
Sunday after Pentecost, sends the following per- 
sonal message to each tempted soul: “Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye will not fulfil the lusts of the flesh. 
For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh: for these are contrary 
one to the other, so that ye do not whatever 
things ye will.” The personal message to the 
tempted soul, amid all the fascinations of the 
modern is that the “flesh” is not all- 
powerful. God, the Holy Spirit, is of infinite 
power to sanctify. It depends upon your free 
will whether you fall or not. That will is a 
rational appetite. Regulate it in the Sacrament 
of Penance and feed ‘it with the Food of the 
Altar. Train your will as you train your muscles 
by deliberately avoiding the occasions of weak- 
ening influences, and exercising it in self-control. 
Thus will the Spirit of God give the peace and 
joy of victory. 

Then follows another striking message on the 
Fifteenth Sunday after Pentecost, in logical se- 
quence: “Jf we live by the Spirit let us also walk 
by the Spirit.” Let not the dominating spirit of

For if the powers that make for evil 
in modern society are strong and always seeking 
for prey, why should not the Catholic full of 
sanctifying grace be a force more powerful for 
the sanctification of the human world? 
simist may cry impossible. The weak may need 
to fly temptation. But the fact remains as given 
in the personal message of the Letter from God 
on the Sixteenth Sunday after Pentecost that the 
Apostle’s far-reaching prayer for you pleads “that 
He would grant you according to the riches of 
His glory, to be strengthened with power by His 
Spirit in the inner man, that Christ may dwell 
by faith in your hearts: ye being rooted and 
founded in charity, that ye may be able to com- 
prehend, with all the Saints, what is the breadth, 
and length, and height, and depth: to know also 
the love of Christ which passeth knowledge, that 
ye may be filled with the whole fulness of God.” 
In these days, when so much depends upon 
those who are in the world how far the integrity 
and sanctification of the home, the integrity and 
stability of the State are to be preserved, it would 
be well if Catholic men and women were to re- 
ceive more universally the Holy Spirit’s message 
in the Letter for the Seventeenth Sunday after 
Pentecost as voiced by St. Paul: “J, the prisoner 
of the Lord, beseech you to walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called, * * * care- 
ful to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace.”

of every 500 pagans. 
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those troubled days in England, the flare-up 
of the dying embers of Catholic persecu- 
tion, he says: 


After sixty years it is difficult to picture to 
oneself the state of mind in which men lived 
during that short frenzy. But let us remember 
Newman’s experience of the law of libel as ad- 
ministered by judge and counsel and jury. After 
the Achilli trial even the Times was constrained 
to admit that “Roman Catholics will henceforth 
have only too good reason for asserting that there 
is no justice for them in cases tending to arouse 
the Protestant feelings of judges and juries.” 
Justice in history was as far to seek as justice 
in a law court. Charles Kingsley was a good and 
honest man, but he was at the mercy of the 
current; before he, too, attacked Newman, and 
brought down upon himself the avalanche which 
buried this kind of rubbish out of sight, he had 
tried to blacken the pure and radiant memory of 
Edmund Campion. I can myself remember some 
incidents, trifling but significant. A very saintly 
woman, whose life and conversation blossomed 
like the rose in a dry desert of Calvanism, wrote 
in her diary lamentable reflections on the national 
sin committed in the toleration of Popery, and 
the awful judgment that was being prepared for 
England by the arrival of an Archbishop of 
Westminster from the Flaminian Gate of Rome. 
These forebodings were general in the circle to 
which she belonged. Some few years later, in 
the same circle, I was perplexed by hearing it 
said with evident satisfaction that a neighbor of 
ours was not “a good Catholic.” Seeking expla- 
nation, I was informed that the word “good” 
had various meanings; the sense was not the 
same when we spoke of “a good man” as when 
we spoke of “a good Catholic”; indeed, a good 
man could not be a Catholic at all; “you see,” 
said my instructor, “a bad man may be a good 
Catholic, and a good Catholic must be a bad 
man.” The lesson sank into my childish mind, 
and I shrank with indefinable dread from walk- 
ing too near a gentle old man with long white 
locks whom I knew by repute to be a Catholic 
Bishop, though I did not then know into what 
depth of wickedness Pius IX, the Man of Sin, 
had plunged in pretending to make him titular 
Bishop of an English town. 

Our fathers were strange creatures. Now that 
we know Papists to be good Christians and good 
citizens, I suppose we have a better chance of 
understanding our disagreement with them. But 
prejudice dies hard.

A New York SociAcist CONVERTED 


On Holy Thursday at the Jesuit Church 
of St. Ignatius Loyola, New York City, 
there knelt at the Communion rail for the 
first time a man who had been prominent 
in the ranks of the Socialist party. He was 
Frank Urban, well known to Socialist audi- 
ences of the great East Side as an-open-air 
lecturer. Mr. Urban, we read in the Cath- 
olic Convert, had no trace of any Christian 
heritage. Both his parents were Socialists, 
and he was brought up without religion at 
all. He seems to have been led to inquire 
into Catholicism by reason of having been 
accustomed to read Catholic periodicals in 
order the better to be able to combat what 
they had to say. He was thoroughly versed 
in the monistic philosophy, of which Karl 
Marx was the great exemplar. His was as 
near an “intellectual conversion” as it is 
ever possible to define one. He sought out 
the Rev. R. H. Tierney, S.J., editor of 
America, in a spirit of inquiry as to the 
teachings of the Church on socialism. It 
was as a result of their conversations that 
Mr. Urban finally asked to go under in- 
struction. And it was Father Tierney who 
received him in Passion Week.

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CoMING TO THEIR Own AGAIN 


Dr. Arthur Anderson Martin, a Protes- 
tant physician from New Zealand who 
joined the first British Expeditionary 
Force, tells in his- interesting war book, 
entitled “A Surgeon in Khaki,” how the 
Sisters of France have “come to their own 
again,” and pays the following enthusiastic 
tribute to their efficiency and devotion: 

The nuns at this hospital (Bethune) were 
simply splendid all through, and I can quite 
understand how the religious Sisters have 
come to their own again in France. From 
the earliest times and up till about eight 
years ago all the nursing in the French hos- 
pitals was done by Sisters belonging to the 
various Religious Orders. Then came one 
of the big political upheavals for which 
France has been so noted in the past, and 
the nursing Sisters gradually disappeared 
from the hospitals, owing to the hostility 
of the State to the Church and all connected 
with it. The nursing Sisters of these Orders 
were at the time of this change well-trained 
medical and surgical nurses. As they were 
no longer able to exercise their professional 
skill, and no more of the younger nuns 
were trained in nursing, it followed that on 
the outbreak of war only the older nuns 
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were capable of undertaking skilled nursing 
in the many hospitals. The demand for 
nurses was a clamant one, for from the very 
beginning of the war there were large cas- 
ualties. It was said that the nursing by the 
lay sisters who succeeded the religious Sis- 
ters was not of such a high order as in the 
old days, owing to the absence of the strict 
nd rigid discipline, the very fiber of the 
life of a Sister in religion. I have heard 
this both from French surgeons and from 
visiting British surgeons. It was at 
this critical phase that the Franciscan Sis- 
ters, and the Sisters of other Religious 
Orders, quietly took their places beside the 
wounded French soldiers. Just as quietly 
they opened up their convents, churches and 
buildings, warehouses, chateaux, cottages, 
railway waiting-rooms, and turned them 
into hospitals for the wounded and sick 
men. Working tirelessly night and day, 
knowing no fatigue and shrinking from no 
task or danger, and glorying in their mis- 
sion, they performed marvels. The younger 
Sisters were put to subordinate nursing 
duties, and so rigorously trained by the 
elder ones in the principles of nursing. 

I do not think that any future government 
of France will ever dare to oust the re- 
ligious Sisters from the hospitals. These 
quiet-voiced, simple-robed women, carrying 
help and compassionate pity in the welter 
of blood and slaughter, have come “to their 
own” again. 

The “lay sisters’ Mr. Martin speaks of 
were the secular nurses, it should be ex- 
plained, who took the place of the banished 
religious, but whose professional skill was 
not found to be of such a “high order” as 
was that of the Sisters they supplanted. To 
the thoughtful Catholic, however, there is 
nothing particularly remarkable in the spec- 
tacle that so impressed the “Surgeon in 
Khaki.” For those noble French Sisters 
are simply doing now what the Church has 
been doing all through her history. The 
gift of irresistible energy and resourceful- 
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ness is hers, and nothing can keep her from 
exercising the Divine mission of teaching, 
healing and reconciling. If the Church’s 
enemies refuse to let her undertake this 
work or that, she will meekly turn to an- 
other. If she is driven out of a country, 
she stands just beyond the frontier, and 
seizes the first opportunity to return and 
minister to the dire needs of those who 
banished her. If the Church is not allowed 
to teach, she will nurse the sick. If she is 
not permitted to preach to Catholics, she 
goes forth to evangelize the heathen. The 
Catholic Church is the only institution in 
the world that can always afford to bide 
her time and be patient, for against her, 
according to the Divine promise, the gates 
of hell shall not prevail. Not only in 
France, but everywhere else as well, the 
Church will “come into her own” at last.

Whatever may be the opinion of indi- 
viduals about the entrance of the United 
States into the war, we can safely say that 
we have gone into it with clean hands. The 
basic reason for the war cannot be found in 
European politics. Each nation has tried 
to shift the blame, just as each tries to 
assure the world that they are fighting in 
self-defense. While politics and commerce 
may be the surface explanation, it is our 
firm belief that the war is God’s way of 
chastizing the nations of Europe. The life 
of nations may be compared to that of indi- 
viduals. Nations like individuals have their 
virtues and are often guilty of heinous 
crimes. Their virtues are rewarded and 
their crimes punished in this world, for na- 
tions exist only in time and, unlike the souls 
of men, are not immortal. 

England, which once gloried in her Cath- 
olic faith, accepted a state-created church 
in place of the one founded by Christ. She 
has shed the blood of saints and builded an 
empire on the ruins of weaker nations. Her 
pride of insular security and dominion of 
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the sea has been broken by the Zeppelin and 
U-boat. Germany owes her civilization to 
the Catholic Church. Yet scarcely had the 
Germans merged from barbarism when 
German rulers introduced heresy into the 
Church. Modern paganism and infidelity 
had its birth in Germany. Germany is 
proud of her material efficiency and boasted 
that her “Kultur” would rule the world. 
Her efficiency has proven ineffectual and 
her boasting in vain. France is the eldest 
daughter of the Church and Frenchmen are 
the sons of the Crusaders. The crimes of 
the French Government against God and 
His Church are of to-day. Though the 
French are Catholics to the heart’s core, 
official France refuses to acknowledge even 
the existence of God. France has been bled 
white. Millions of French widows and 
orphans are on their knees in the churches 
from which the French Government at- 
tempted to banish God. The restoration of 
the lost provinces will not compensate 
France for the ravages of some of the 
fairest parts of that beautiful country. 

Austria kept the faith, but Josephinism, 
which seeks to make the State supreme over 
the Church, has always had an influence in 
the politics of Austria-Hungary. It is quite 
probable that the end of the war will see 
the disintegration of the Hapsburg Empire. 
Russian autocracy persecuted the Church. 
The autocracy has been destroyed and with 
it the dream of the Russian Constantinople. 
The Italian Government has despoiled the 
Church, robbed her Head of his patrimony 
and with cynical indifference has seen the 
Father of Christendom reviled and insulted 
in his own Capital. Italy is bankrupt and 
historians will record with merited con- 
tempt the treachery of the Italian Govern- 
ment to its former allies. 

Our own country has entered the war and 
we naturally ask if she too is to be pun- 
ished. While the people of the United 
States may be individually guilty of many 
sins, the Government can face the Christian 
world without a blush of shame. From the 
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moment of its organization our Govern- 
ment has never officially persecuted or been 
unjust to the Catholic Church. There have 
been outbursts of bigotry and intolerance 





on several notable occasions. These were 
local and spasmodic and only temporary in 
character. None of our Presidents have 





been bigots, and Congress has never been 
controlled by bigotry. Our Government 
has never been swayed by infidel principles. 
On the contrary, the fundamental principles 
of Christianity are recognized in all our 
laws and institutions. The Name of God 
is known and religion is respected. The 
professed infidel or atheist is regarded with 
suspicion. Having no State Church, toler- 
ating all religions, the American people still 
trust in God. God has blessed our country 
in many ways and His greatest blessing has 
been the marvelous growth of the Catholic 
Church in this land. 

American Catholics pray with confidence 
that our country will merge from the war 
with honor. The guilt of national crime of 
contempt for God and injustice to His 
Church cannot be imputed to the United 
States. In voicing our motives for entering 
into the war, our President speaks with a 
sincerity that none can question. We be- 
lieve our cause is righteous. It is neither 
blasphemy nor hypocrisy for us to appeal 
to the God of Battles that He may give vic- 
tory to the arms of a nation where His 
Church enjoys freedom and is treated with 
justice, wherein a people honor God and try 
to obey His laws according to their lights

Father McNabb Suggests Married 
Priests 


No less eminent a person than Priot 
McNabb, of the Dominicans, recently sug- 
gested, in England, that, because of the 
scarcity of priests caused by the war, mar- 
ried converts who had been ministers be 
permitted to become Catholic priests.

As 
is well known, priests of the Eastern rites 
are often married, taking wives before they 
receive major orders. This is permitted by 
Rome. But the Eastern churches agree 
with Rome that a celibate clergy is the 
ideal. For this they find plenty of sanction 
in tradition, while Holy Writ itself speaks 
plainly on the subject.

As Mr. Britling, in the fiction of H. G. 
Wells, found God through the death of his 
son in the war, so religion came to Harry 
Lauder, the Scotch singing comedian, 
through the slaying of his boy in the 
trenches in France. The Kansas City Star 
tells the story: 

You may have seen, some months ago, a 
picture of “Harry Lauder and His Wife 
and Son”; it was printed everywhere, the 
face of the genial old comedian beaming 
with pride in his son, just enlisted and go- 
ing to the front. Lauder had lived for his 
boy, John. He had planned to buy him an 
estate in Scotland and give it to him on the 
day he should marry. 

The news of John’s death came while 
Lauder was singing a comic song in a music- 
hall in London. They handed him the tele- 
gram when he came off the stage, and he 
fell into a chair. In his agony he rushed 
over to France and saw the grave of his 
son, and heard there the story of how the 
boy had turned to God in the trenches and 
of how bravely he died; and then Lauder 
hastened to comfort his wife in their 
Scottish home. There a good old Scottish 
dominie went to console him. He found 
Lauder in an armchair by the fireplace. 
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“Ah,” said Lauder, “the loss of my bonny 
boy greeted me sore” (greet is Scotch for 
grieve). “We were pals, my boy and I, 
and if you could have seen that little white 
cross in France you might imagine a little 
of the ache that came into my heart and 
the emptiness that came into my life. When 
a great blow like that hits a man, he takes 
one of three roads. He may give way to 
despair, sour on the world, and become a 
grouch; he may try to drown his sorrow 
in drink and become a wreck, or he may 
turn to God. I have chosen my road. I 
have turned to God.” 

Since then Harry Lauder has been sing- 
ing and preaching to the soldiers in. the 
concentration camps in England and in the 
camps behind the battle-line in France and 
Belgium. Literary Digest. 


IN SWEDEN’S CAPITAL 

A letter from Stockholm gives a vivid 
picture of how the great war affects even 
neutral countries in Europe. 

We have bread cards in Stockholm. You 
cannot get white bread for love or money. 
The bread is a sort of gray, slimy mixture 
that sticks to the fingers. For ten days at 
one time not one ounce of butter was to 
be had in Stockholm, ; 

There are practically no more cars. 
There are no tires to be had and no gaso- 
line. 

The whole face of social life has been 
changed. No one dines out or has guests 
to dine. And how can one invite guests 
when one is never sure that there will be 
butter or meat? 

Street-car service is restricted to a car 
every ten minutes. This is because of the 
shortage of coal. 

One is permitted to burn only 12 ore (a 
little more than 3 cents) of gas a day. If 
one burns more than that, one must pay 
four times the usual price. This is a coun- 
try where all bath water is heated by gas. 

The price of coal is prohibitive.

As we write these lines America has not 
as yet “resisted unto blood” striving against 
Germany; many billions of money have 
been spent and over a million of soldiers 
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are under arms, but as yet the carnage in 
the trenches and along the French battle 
line in the American sector has not com- 
menced, although it may have begun ere this 
letter reaches our Rosarians. While there 
remairis a single ray of hope that our Holy 
Father’s Peace Proposai, issued on the 
Feast of the Assumption, will be accepted 
by the Belligerent Powers, intensify your 
prayers to that end. Nor must you suffer 
yourselves to be the least disheartened if 
once again those who are responsible for 
the war’s further continuance turn a deaf 
ear to the Vicar of Christ; sooner or later 
our prayers, in union with those of our 
Holy Father Benedict, will prevail and the 
command will go forth from the Omnipo- 
tent God for the sword to be sheathed and 
the artillery. to be silenced. Meantime I 
ask as many of you as possibly can do so 
to join the Eucharistic Volunteers and 
daily to receive Our Lord in Holy Com- 
munion, supplicating Him the while for 
Peace and holding your well-worn beads 
in your hands. If-daily Communion be out 
of the range of things practical for you, 
can you not at least receive weekly, and 
thus be enrolled in the Auxiliaries, who 
pray daily for Peace and receive Holy 
Communion for that intention once a week? 
Besides acting individually in this regard 
to the full extent of your opportunity, 
speak to your Catholic neighbor about our 
little army of Eucharistic Volunteers and 
Auxiliaries and enlist as many recruits as 
you can. Remember that Holy Commu- 
nion puts us in vital touch with the Heart 
and Will of God and makes the Prayer 
Weapon of the Rosary in our hands all the 
more effective. 


PRAY FOR PLENTY oF CHAPLAINS IN THE 
ARMY 


When you pray for the temporal and 
spiritual welfare of. our soldiers, pray not 
alone that they may be preserved from the 
bullets and the shells of the firing line, but 
pray also that they may be preserved from 
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the ravages of sexual vice, which the his- 
tory of camp life since war began to be, 
compels us to reckon with as an inevitable 
consequence of army existence. Pray that 
there may be no lack of priests in the can- 
tonments and the trenches, to fight the 
sirens of impurity and safeguard from 
moral and physical pollution the thousands 
of Catholic youths and young men who, 
up to the hour of their entrance into the 
army, have been kept by their correspond- 
ence with sacramental grace “unspotted 
from the world.” Knowing what we do 


~and the temptations that will surround 


them, we cannot too strongly urge you to 
pray and receive holy Communion that 
through the special intervention of Christ 
and Our Lady the flower of Catholic man- 
hood return from military service uncor- 
rupted in their heart and undefiled in their 
bodies.

In other great crises in the upward and 
onward march of Catholic Christendom the 
weapon of the Rosary, triumphantly han- 
dled by the fingers of believing millions, 
has brought peace and safety to distracted 
Europe, as the Feast of Our Lady of Vic- 
tory and the Rosary devotion throughout 
the entire month of October eloquently 
testifies.

FIVE THOUSAND STILL NECES- 
SARY 

We have been going over with the Sister 
Treasurer the financial status of the Hostel 
Building Fund, «in order to ascertain just 
about how much is still required to com- 
plete the structure and cancel the large bills 
now pressing for payment, and we find that 
the sum required is considerably larger 
than we imagined it would be. Last month 
we stated that two or three more months 
would see the completion of the Hostel, 
provided the record of contributions could 
be maintained at the rate of one thousand 
dollars per month; now we find that about 
five thousand dollars is still necessary to 
pay the bills for lumber, cement and other 
materials due at the present time and en- 
tirely finish the building, which is still far 
from complete. When we estimated last 
winter that five thousand would suffice to 
complete Our Lady’s Hostel, America’s 
entrance into the war was not anticipated, 
an event which has not only immensely ad- 
vanced the cost of everything, but the offer 
of the Hostel to the American Red Cross 
and its acceptance as an emergency hos- 
pital during the war has entailed much 
added expense. We are constrained, there- 
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fore, by sheer necessity to place the final 
goal at a grand total of ten thousand, count- 
ing-the sum of $5,443.40 already contrib- 
uted towards the fund. 

We ask the Members of the Rosary 
League to pray and work for the accom- 
plishment of this task by Christmas, so that 
the Hostel campaign may be definitely 
closed at that time. We will only have to 
increase a very little on the fine showing 
for the months of July and August to bring 
this about, and while we praise you un- 
stintedly for the wonders you have already 
accomplished in rearing at Graymoor this 
noble monument to Our Lady of the Atone- 
ment, we ask you to continue your self- 
denying efforts until they are crowned with 
complete success at Christmastide.

NECROLOGY 

The Rt. Rev. Monsignor John O’Brien, known 
throughout Christendom as the founder and edi- 
tor of The Sacred Heart Review, died the middle 
of July in East Cambridge, Massachusetts, where 
for the last. forty-four years he has been rector 
of the Church of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 
Monsignor O’Brien was made a Domestic Prelate 
in 1909. He was a priest for forty-nine years 
and was in his seventieth year. 


For thirty-five years identified with the tele- 
phone industry in the United States, and a 
founder of the New York Telephone Company, 
Mr. John H. Cahill, who died late in July, was 
buried from St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New York 
City. gules 
The Rev. Edward Fleege, assistant pastor of 
St. Nicholas Church, Aurora, Illinois, was 
drowned in the Fox River on July 24th while 
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attempting to save the life of Ralph Heimsath, 
one of a group of boys whom Father Fleege had 
taken up the river on an outing. The boy was 
saved by being swept onto a bar of sand while 
the heroic priest who dove for him perished in a 
river hole not far from the river’s bank. 


The Rev. Joseph F. Timmins, pastor of St. 
Michael’s Church, Chester, Pa., died in his rectory 
on Sunday, July 22d. His one and only charge 
was St. Michael’s, where with zeal he labored for 
the salvation of souls, first as curate and then 
as pastor, since September, 1911, when he suc- 
ceeded his own brother, the Rev. James Timmins. 
Father Timmins was in his sixtieth year, having 
been a priest for thirty-one years. 


The Rev. Albert J. Bader, retired Chaplain of 
the Ninth Infantry, U. S. A., died in New York 
on August 2d and Solemn Mass of Requiem was 
celebrated over his remains in the Redemptorist 
Church of the Immaculate Conception, East 150th 
Street, two days later. 


Jeremiah John Cohan, President of the Cath- 
olic Actors’ Guild of America, died August Ist 
at his home in Monroe, N. Y. He was 69 years 
old, and the father of George M. Cohan, popular 
actor and playwright. 


The Reverend Father Andrew J. Sauer, pastor 
and chaplain at Blauvault, N. Y., for the past 
twenty-five years, was found dead in his rectory 
on August Ist. During his long pastorate at St. 
Catherine’s Church, and chaplaincy at the con- 
vent of St. Dominic, conducted by the Dominican 
Sisters, wherein one thousand children are shel- 
tered, Father Sauer had endeared himself to all 
with whom he came in contact. 


Sister Mary Ludmilla, for over twenty-five 
years a Religious of the Sisters of the Holy 
Family of Nazareth, died last month at St. Mary’s 
of Nazareth Hospital, Chicago. She had been 
connected with St. Adelbert’s Schooi in that city 
for twenty-one years and for the past thirteen 
years had been its superior. 


Father Patrick A. Murphy, S.J., assistant pas- 
tor of St. Ignatius Church, on Sheridan Road, 
Chicago, died at St. Francis Hospital, Evanston, 
a suburb, on Thursday, July 26th. Father 
Murphy had been a member of the Jesuit order 
for forty-nine years. He was born in Ireland 
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and came to this country with his parents. He 
was ordained priest by Cardinal Gibbons in 1880. 
He filled the office of pastor for twenty-five years, 
and for more than half of this time at the 
Church of the Gesu, Milwaukee. Father Murphy 
was a Gaelic scholar, both writing and speaking 
the language fluently. 





The Rt. Rev. Nicholas Chrysostom Matz, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Denver, died in a hos- 
pital of the See city on August 9th, after a pro- 
longed illness. Bishop Matz was born in 1850 at 
Munster, Loraine, France, which later came 
under German dominion. He came as a young 
man to America and studied in Ohio. He was 
ordained by his predecessor, Bishop Machebeuf, 
whom he succeeded as Bishop of Denver in 1889. 


Many pilgrims to Lourdes will learn with re- 
gret of the death of Dr. Boissarie, president of 
the bureau of medical consultations at Lourdes. 
From the medical point of view his colleagues 
extol his merits, while the pilgrims have known 
well his devotion to the sick and his love for the 
Blessed Sacrament. He had a high conception 
of his office, being aware that he had to defend 
the honor of the Virgin of Lourdes before a 
jealous world. 


The Irish veteran, Father Sheehy, the first 
priest to suffer under the Coercion Act, anda 
great fighter of the Land League days, is dead. 
He organized the protests against the evictions 
because of the tenants’ rent. He also attended 
the evictions and comforted the people while ex- 
pressing his opinion of the authorities who per- 
mitted such things. Because of his ardent sym- 
pathies he was cast into prison for nine months 
in 1880. 


The first black Catholic chaplain with the Colo- 
nial troops in France has laid down his life for 
his men. The Abbe Gabriel Sane was born in 
1869 and was converted to Christianity. He made 
his studies in Senegal, his native country, and was 
ordained priest in 1902. When he saw his com- 
patriots leaving in great numbers for the war, 
he asked his Bishop for the favor of going with 
them, if only as interpreter, for he spoke six 
languages. Mgr. Le Roy, chief military chaplain, 
who received him in France in 1916, appointed 
him chaplain to the Senegalese Tirailleurs, who 
received him with enthusiasm. He was killed in 
Champagne by a bursting shell.
